Only one out of about fifteen came up to the 
requirements in physical condition, habits, character and men- 
tality. Out of 2,600 young men who tried to enlist for the navy 
im Chisago only 753 passed muster. Out of 5,500 who wanted to 
join the marine corps, only 414 were admitted.

It is better to 
realize that now than to wait until appreciation of it comes with 
national danger which there are not enough soldiers and seamen 
to avert.

markets. Of course, Dr. Chase is 
strong for the rule, on the ground 
that it protects the markets as well 
as the consumer, but the Butte dele- 
gation raised a resounding protest, 
because, they allege, that the rule 
makes it difficult to ship northern 





market, and the champions of the 
rule. and its opponents were not 
backward in expressing opinions. 
However, this was mild compared 
to the ruction that broke out in the 
midst of Professor H. J. Quayle’s talk 


For Dr. Quayle doesn’t believe in 
the “fungus” theory of handling 
black scale, and says Dr. Wood- 
bridge, of San Bernardino, is a 
“fakar.” Woodbridge has been for 
several seasons developing a plan of 
fungus growth which he _ believes 
will dispose of the scale in any or- 
chard, and has treated many of them, 
as experiments, with varying success. 
But he was in the audience when 
Quayle characterized him, and 
promptly took issue, and the atmos- 
phere became surcharged. as the ar- 
gument grew warm.
